An open verdict was returned by 
the Coroner today in the case of 
Edward Joseph Cole, alias

| Pine street, Tuesday afternoon.

police who testified at the inquest 
offered no tangible evidence. Cole’s 


body was abandoned after he had 
been shot in an alley two blocks 
away while riding with several m-.2 
in a close car. 

William Maxwell, Negro, who 
was seated in a window at 3514 
Pine, testified he saw a man get 
out of a buck seat, pull the body 
from a front seat, and then re-en- 
ter the car, “hich was driven away. 
The license number was not noted. 

Cole’s iinncee and landlady, Mrs. 
Marie Brannon, 2321 North Four- 
teenth street, who conducts’ the 
Brannon Cleaning and Dyeing Co., 
testified Cole had expressed fears 
he would be killed, Asked wht 
Cole's business was, Mrs. Brannon 
said he formerly kept regular hours 
at 4064 Olive street, headquarters 
of the Cleaners’ and Pressers’ 
Union, for which his friend, ‘‘Toots”’ 
Clark, is business agent. 

Had Another Room. 

While living at Mrs. Brannon's 
home, Cole also had a room at 
3219A Olive street. 

This became known when police 
questioned Mrs. Daisy Bennett, 4°, 
who conducts a rooming house at 
the Oliyp street address; Miss Edith 
Blue, a roomer, and several others. 

“Mr. Cole was a nice, courteous 
man,” Mra Bennett said. “He came 
here last December, rented a room 
the third week he would be back, 
week he would occupy his room, 
the next week he would be gone, 
the third eek he would be back, 
and so forth. I never asked him 
why. 

“He never expressed any fear to 
me of being killed. He took Miss 
Blue out about four times. 

“He was here Monday night. 
Tuesday orning. about 10 o'clock, 
he jeft by himself. He did not say 
where he was going.”’ 

Burned in Hotel Fire. 

His fiancee supposed Cole’s ab- 
serces from her home‘ were due 
to his drinking sprees or his ac- 
tivities as an organizer in the 
cleaning and dyeing industry. Last 
June 25 she received work that he 
was drunk at the Water Tower Ho- 
tel, 4604 North Twentieth street. 
She went there and was minister- 
ing to him when the hotel burned, 
after an explosion. There was 
evidence indicating that the fire 
was of incendiary origin, so police 
put Cole and Mrs. Brannon under 
bond. The two were slightly 
burned. 

“You've got me wrong,” Cole 
protested. “I’m not the guy that 
‘torched’ this place. I’m the guy 
they tried to burn up. I got 
pickled and landed here and the
